Op 
position parties on the question of how far } 
the suffrage should bo extended, with the 
result that two Billa wore introduced, both 
of which wore defeated.’ Thia year the split 
bas bien healed, and’a joint Bill has been in- 
trodneed for granting the right to all, men 
over the age of 25. Women, are not 
medtioned, and it is thus ry manhood
